W6LKE, a Base was set-up at the 
Concord Police Department and ONE 
RACES VOLUNTEER WAS ASSIGNED TO EACH 
OF EIGHT (8) ARREST TEAMS. The RACES 
authorized repeater 147.735 was 
used. 

The 'sting' was a great success 
and eight Police agencies were very 
impressed with our capabilities. 
Over 35 persons were arrested, and 
their arrests, interviews and 
incarcerations were coordinated by 
the RACES Volun- teers. The Concord 
Police Chief praised our efforts 
publicly.
